In  his  farewell  message  Dr.  Leo 
K.  Bishop  thanked  Mr.  Eugerie’Seii- 
bert,  the  Religious  Emphasis  Week 
Co.mmlttee,  and  nlso  the  many  stu¬ 
dents  who  spoke  to  him  In  the  halls. 

Speaking  on  “Tomorrow”  Dr. 
Bishop  said,  “We  arc  made  of  hoiie, 
wd"  always"  thirik  the  future  has 
something'  worthwhile  to  offer  .us. 
That  belief  always  makes  us  carry 
on.  It  is  the  divine  right  of  human 
beings  to  believe  in  the  .future.’’ 

■’Today;"  coritinued  t>r.  Bishop, 
"we  ar6  interrupted  on  the  journey 
in  life.  The  day  of  resources  and  of 
great  satisfactions  Is  there  but  It  is 
put  off  awhile.  We  are  willing  to 
continue  todiy  'for  the  good  we  hope 
.to  reach:  However,  our’  basic  expec¬ 
tations  and  optimisms  have  a  way 
of, becoming  corrupt,  of  becoming  a 
sktieton  we  hide  behind.  Young  peo¬ 
ple  may’  take  the  slogans  arid  sloppy 
sentiments  offered  them.  Just  as 
soon  as  optimism  degenerates  into 
these  slogans,  tomorrow  is  no  good. 

Dr.  Bishop  said  that  Christianity 
.dqes  not"'  keep  people  from  bqlhg

‘‘If  we'  are  to  enter  a  tomorrow, 
our  attitudes  during  the  period  we 
are1  delayed  are  very  Important. 

They 
will  have  mental  burdens  and  they 
will  bring  those  burdens  .back  with 
them.  Today  we  should  all  be  build¬ 
ing  a  church  that  can  guide  them 
when  they  return,”  said  Dr.  Bishop.

life,  said  Dr.  Bishop.  He  said  that 
there  is  something  else  which  the 
youth  should  attach  themselves  to 
and  that  they  should  strive  for. 
“What  can  I  give  to  life,"  should  be 
the  question,  said  Dr.  Bishop,  rather 
than  "What  can  life  give  to  me?" 
This  again  means  that  the  youth 
need  to  find  some  Ideal  or  goal  out¬ 
side  of  themselves  which  is  larger 
than  themselves. 

Kinds  of  Religion. 

The  speaker  said  that  there  are 
many  kinds  of  religion.  There  is  the 
kind  which  Madame  Curie  had 
when  she  devoted  her  life  to  the 
toil,  the  grime,  the  hardships,  and 
the  tediousness  of  the  search  for 
radium  during  many  years  of  her 
life  In  France.  There  Is  the  kind  of 
religion  which  Jane  Addams  had 
When  she  went  down  Into  the  un¬ 


desirable  slum  areas  of  Chicago  and 
aided  the  unfortunates  there.  There 
is  the  kind  of  religion  which  people 
liave  who  preach  and  who  teach  the 
Bible.  There  are  all  kinds  of  religion 
to  be  found  in  medicine,  in  science, 
and  In  ’  many  other  fields.  Always 
there  is  a  religion  that  challenges 
men  until  it  takes  them  completely 
out  of  themselves. 

Dr.  Bishop  told  of  how  everyone 
probably  remembered  having  caught 
the  sun’s  rays  on  a  mirror  or  a  mag¬ 
nifying  glass  and  thrown  or  re¬ 
flected  them  to  another  part  of  the 
room.  He  said  this  was  a  parable  to 
religion.  “You  catch  the  forces  of 
life  through  a  mirror  or  magnifying 
glass  of  your  own  spiritual  capacities 
and  focus  it  out  on  what  you  are  In¬ 
terested  in,”  he  declared.  He  said 
that  this  is  the  religion  of  which  he 
speaks. 

Christian  faith,  according  to  Dr. 
Bishop,  is  not  a  personal  bargain 
which  people  are  free  to  make,  it  is 
not  a  give-and-take  situation  where 
people  match  wits  with  God.  Dr. 
Bishop  defined  it  by  saying,  “It  is 
a  dedication  of  self  to  something  so 
high  we  feel  God  in  It.” 

Faith  Is  Necessary. 

Christian  faith  is  superior  to  all 
of  the  Isms  in  the  world  today,  but 
the  society  has  not  yet  been  willing 
to  apply  Divinity  to  government  or 
to  capitalism,  Dr.  Bishop  continued. 
Speaking  directly  to  the  youth  he 
said,  “You  are  the  ones  who  are 
going  to  give  yourselves  to  futility  or 
to  something  challenging.” 

In  further  explaining  the  need  of 
a  purpose  for  living.  Dr.  Bishop  told 
the  story  of  the  statue  of  the  Christ 
which  was  made  to  be  placed  in  the 
largest  hospital  in  Copenhagen. 
People  came  from  far  and  near  to 
look  at  the  statue,  until  finally  it 
was  decided  to  station  a  guard  near 
the  statue  so  that  he  might  explain 
to  the  visitors  anything  which  they 
might  desire  to  know  about  the 
piece  of  sculpture. 

The  statue  is  the  one  where  the 
Christ  has  his  head  lowered,  his 
hands  are  outspread  in  the  “good 
shepherd"  attitude.  One  day  some 
people  were  looking  at  the  statue 
and  they  had  walked  around  find 
around  it.  Finally  one  of  them  re¬ 
marked  that  he  did  not  see  anything 
so  wonderful  about  it,  and  that  he 
did  not  think  it  worthy  of  all  of  the 
praise  which  had  been  given  it.  The 
guide  pointed  to  the  kneeling  pad 
which  was  in  front  of  the  statue  and 
said  to  the  observer.  “If  you  would 
see  his  face,  you  must  kneel  and 
look  into  his  eyes."  And  so,  conclud¬ 
ed  Dr.  Bishop,  if  people  are  to  see 
the  purpose  or  goal  outside  of  them¬ 
selves  which  is  larger  than  they  are, 
they  too,  must  “kneel  at  his  feet  to 
look  into  his  eyes."  Then  can  they 
find  the  “purpose  for  living."

Every  Man  Must  Master 
Swimming;  Some  Must 
Be  Able  to  Help  Others. 


With  a  rating  of  fifty  points, 
students  of  the  College  Navy  V12 
program  can  say  “‘All’s  Well.” 

But,  according  to  E.  A.  Davis,  head 
of  the  department  of  physical  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  College,  the  boys  must 
pass  five  difficult  tests  to  acquire 
that  rating. 

First  the  man  is  checked  as  to 
how  many  times  he  can  do  the  “squat 
thrust”  in  a  minute.  This  means 
thrust  the  body  straight  back, 
balancing  on  toes  and  hands,  then 
come  up  erect,  and  no  foolin’  about 
that  word  erect — it  means  shoulders 
up,  abdomen  in  and  chin  back.  This 
■trains  the  Whole  body  setup,  back, 
■legs,  arms  and  posture. 

Next  with  the  men  in  pairs,  one 
lies  flat  with  hands  behind1  his 
head,  the  partner  sits  on  number 
one’s  feet  while  he  comes  up  and 
■touches  his  elbow  to  the  opposite 
■knee.  This  time  there’s  no  stop 
watch  for  just  a  minute  perfor¬ 
mance  but  instead,  the  sailor  keeps 
dt  up  until  those  muscles  refuse  to 
act.  This  number  is  called  “set  ups.” 
It  involves  the  back  and  twists  the 
abdomen,  giving  the  kidneys  and 
Intestines  a  work  out,  too.  Davis 
mentions  that  this  is  a  favorite 
among  the  Swedish  and  looks  sur¬ 
prised  that  one  does  not  know  that 
all  of  the  best  exercises  come  from 
Sweden,  particularly  the  great 
schools  of  Stockholm. 

Act  three  calls  for  “push  ups”, 
“when  balanced  on  toes  and  hands, 
one  touches  chest  to  floor,  again  and 
again — well,  until  the  chest  remains 
on  the  floor. 

This  tries  out  the  shoulders  and 
arms,  but  brings  in  the  back  mus¬ 
cles  and  keeps  the  body  in  a  straight 
dine. 

Now  ’tis  time  for  “squat  jumps." 
With  hands  locked  across  the  head, 
the  men  come  down  until  one  knee’ 
just  misses  the  floor,  come  up  and 
reverse.  Such  exercise  primarily 
makes  leg  muscles  ready  tty’ .  any

Every  second  semester  man  who 
passed  the  basic  course  takes  this 
test  at  the  end  of  the  first  seven 
weeks  of  the  semester  and  at  the 
end  of  the  first  seven  weeks  of 
every  semester  thereafter.  Lt.  Ralph 
•K.  Brown,  commanding  officer, 
says,  “This  is  so  the  Navy  will  know 
whether  the  man  is  in  ‘pink  of  con¬ 
dition.’  If  so  then  the  man  may  con¬ 
tinue  on  the  Maintenance  Course, 
which  means  he  may  take  part  in 
competitive  sports.  Otherwise  he  re¬ 
turns  to  the  ‘basic  course’  which  is 
made  up  of  purely  calisthenics  or¬ 
ganized  to  put  the  men  in  condition 
by  developing  all  muscles  of  the 
body,’’ 

“And,"  adds  Mr.  Davis,  "every 
man  must  learn  to  swim.  There  are 
two  main  divisions  there.  One  is 
made  up  of  those  swimmers  who 
can  take  care  of  themselves  and 
those  who  can  help  take  care  of 
others."

Men  Must  Build 

Spiritual  Morale 

Speaker  Offers  Three  Ways 
Open  to  People  With 
Problems  to  Face. 

Dr.  Leo  K.  Bishop  delivered  his 
address  on  "Keeping  Our  Christian 
Morale”  Wednesday  morning  while 
rain  was  pouring  outside.  He  said 
that  as  he  passed  a  group  of  sailors 
that  morning  he  was  singing  “Oh 
What  a  Beautiful  Morning”.  One  of 
the  seamen  remarked  to  the  other 
that  he  wondered  whether  he  or  Dr. 
Bishop  were  crazy.  “But  it  is  a 
beautiful  morning,”  Dr.  Bishop  con¬ 
tinued.  "Although  it  is  raining  out¬ 
side,  we  can  furnish  all  of  the  sun¬ 
shine  on  the  inside." 

In  an  old  theological  book  which 
students  used  to  study,  Dr.  Bishop 
said  the  first  two  chapters  were  en¬ 
titled  “Hell”  and  “Hell  Continued." 
The  young  people  of  today  are  often 
depressed  and  they  look  at  the  first 
and  the  present  World  War  and 
they  think  of  these  two  titles  as 
very  characteristic  of  the  period  in 
which  they  are  living,  Dr.  Bishop 
told  the  group  of  youth  who  had 
gathered  to  hear  his  address.  He 
continued  by  saying  that  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  life  are  on  an  increase ;  this 
is  a  day  of  living  when  people  are 
going  to  have  to  be  able  to  meet 
many  problems  and  issues  or  there 
will  be  no  use  to  try  to  exist. 

Dr.  Bishop  said  that  people  can- 
1  riot  movfe  on-  unless  they  have  some¬ 
thing'  tci  lift  their  morale.  People 
iare  urged  'to  write  letters  t'o  those 
'  vlfid  'fire'  ‘ih'  service  so  that  the  ser- 
vice'Zneni  wllMiave  their  morale  kqpt 
;  up,  sal&^THeri '  the  servicemen 
!tcf‘ Write  to  those  at  home 
1  &>'  '  they ‘W6t  worry. 

;  Points  to  Need. 

“We  send  mbvle'  stars  all  over  the 
world  to  keep  up  the  morale  of  our 
lfeen,  anil  We  have  many  jig  tunes 
of  our  time  to  heighten  their  mor¬ 
ale,"  Dr.  Bishop  continued.  Then  he 
pointed  out  that  there  is  a  need  for 
lifting  of  morale  in  another  field — 
the  spiritual  field. 

Spiritually,  he  said,  there  are 
three  ways  of  taking  the  problems 
which  come  to  people  in  a  spiritual 
way. 

“We  walk  by  ourselves  through 
some  experiences  in  life,”  Dr.  Bishop 
explained.  As  examples  of  this  he 
gave  the  person  who  has  some  in¬ 
curable  disease  or  some  physical 
handicap.  Many  people  can  stand  by 
and  say  that  they  are  ready  to  help 
those  who  are  ill  but  in  reality  all 
of  the  burden  has  to  be  borne  by 
the  one  who  has  the  affliction.  He 
gave  as  further  examples  the  people 
who  have  had  their  dear  ones  taken 
from  them  in  this  war;  the  person 
who  has  lost  his  parents.  It  is  good 
to  have  someone  to  offer  comfort 
but  the  person  who  is  directly  af¬ 
fected  must  stand  by  himself  in 
bearing  this  grief.  Another  example 
was  of  the  college  student  who  is 
having  many  new  experiences  and 
difficulties  in  his  college  life.  The 
thing  which  can  be  done  for  this 
person,  he  alone  can  do.  Dr.  Bishop 
said  that  the  period  in  which  .a 
person  is  alone  is  never  so  very  long, 
but  always  it  seems  an  eternity.  Out 
of  these  problems  people  react  either 
with  hope  or  with  cynicism.  Dr. 
Bishop  said  that  when  people  feel 
forsaken,  God  is  with  them,  He  is 
always  present  during  the  tension 
of  life  although  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  perceive  Him. 

Meet  Problems  Squarely. 

“Our  morale  is  strengthened  when 
we  face  our  problems  squarely  and 
do  not  try  to  evade  them,”  Dr. 
Bishop  said.  He  told  of  how  some 
people,  when  they  are  faced  with 
I  thq^e  problems,  are  prone  to  play 
biind  or  Ignore  them.  He  told  of  how 
lt  lS  not'wise  to  be  spiritually  blind. 

Dr.  Bishop'  deflated, . It  is  an  in-
